Town Manager James 
Westman has sent a veiled 
apology to the Agawam Athletic 
Association for the Parks and 
Recreation Department’s 
mishandling of Agawam’s bid 
for the 1975 Springfield Daily 
News Sandlot Tournament. 

Association President Gerald 
Mason received the letter 
January 30, and 29 members of 
the AAA Executive Board 
reviewed the letter February 1.

Mason commented after the 
meeting.

The rules were reviewed at a 
March, 1975 meeting between 
tournament officials and local 
recreation representatives. 
Agawam Parks Director Jack 
Kunasek was invited, said he or 
Mason would attend, but 
nobody showed, Mason learned 
in a conversation with Richard 
Garvey of the Daily News. 

Westman’s letter attributed 
this problem to, ‘‘an alleged 
breakdown in com¬ 
munications.” 

He opened his letter by 
reviewing all that had passed in 
the matter. 

The letter continued, "The 
staff of the Parks and 
Recreation Departmenta nd 
myself are sorry for any 
problems the alleged break¬ 
down caused children involved 
and we will make even effort in 


programs within our own 
agency. 

"In the event any agency 
such as the Agawam Athletic 
Association wishes any of the 
participants in its programs to 
participate in tournaments or 
events sponsored by agencies 
outside the community, I 
believe it is your prerogative 
and I think your association 
must in the future assume all 
responsibility for participation 
in such activities, and not look 
to the town or its employees for 
responsibility in such areas. 

"As I previously stated, I 
apologize for any inconvenience 
caused the children by this 
alleged breakdown in com¬ 
munications.”

W.N.E.C.A. To Sponsor Tournament

Town Council has again 
gagged Councilor Valentine 
Moreno in his attempt to air a 
series of grievances against 
Town Manager James West- 
man’s handling of the police 
department. 

The February 2 Council 
meeting witnessed two votes 
supporting President Richard 
Theroux’s declarations that 
Moreno was infringing upon 
administration authority in the 
police department. 

Although the declarations 
were the key issues, Councilor 
Frederick Nardi generated all 
the fireworks of the discussion 
by calling the 1971 Town 
Charter “trash” and by 
seeming to threaten Moreno. 

Mcreno, by reading Section 9- 
13 of the charter (which allows 
Council inquiries), was trying 
to defend his third motion on the 
agenda. This motion read, “I 
would seek to plead the cause of 
an employee who may be 
denied their legal rights. 
Madeline Harper.” 

As Moreno read the charter, 
Nardi interrupted, “Mr. 
President, are you allowing 
Moreno to read this trash?” The 
100 plus persons in atendance 
hissed Nardi, and Moreno 
responded, “This is our charter 
he’s talking about.” 

Words passeed between 
Nardi and Moreno. Nardi stood 
as he spoke angrily to Moreno. 

Moreno laughed at Nardi, the 
audience urged Nardi to “act 
your age,” and the third-term 
councilor sat down. 

One other spat of temper 
f&red in an earlier discussion 
on Moreno’s agenda motion, “I 
wish to expostulate with the 
Council and Town Manager 
about the Council’s inability to 
explain what a remonstrance 
was — and denying me in my 
attempt to define its meaning — 
so that I might have exercised 
my right under Rule 27.” 

Theroux ruled that Moreno 
could only raise this issue 


during the end of the meeting, 
when items can be discussed 
without a vote. The president 
also ruled that the item was not 
a remonstrance. 

Moreno shouted into the 
microphone, “I don’t know 
what I’m doing here, are we 
idiots, what do I do to please you 
in order to put this on the 
agenda, tell me, please, now.” 
Town Treasurer David Gallano 
shouted from the audience, 
“You said it” when Moreno 
asked “are we idiots?” 

However, Moreno’s question 
for guidance from Theroux on 
how to place a remonstrance on 
the agenda and what con¬ 
stituted a remonstrance was 
never answered. At the end of 
the meeting, at Moreno’s 
urging, Town Attorney Jay 
Posnik agreed to bring in 
guidelines for a remonstrance 
on February 9. 

On the question of defining a 
remonstrance, Theroux denied 
Moreno the right to consult with 
Posnik as Council 
parliamentarian. Theroux 
blatantly lied to the Council and 
Moreno when he said Posnik 
was not the parliamentarian, 
that he himself was. During the 
Council’s January meetings 
Theroux often said Posnik is 
Council parliamentarian. 

Councilor Kenneth Barnes 
defended Moreno’s actions on 
the remonstrance definition, 
asking Theroux to stick with his 
ruling of January 19 that all 
grievances had to be filed with 
the Council Clerk, read by the 
president, and explained on the 
agenda, a procedure Moreno 
followed to the letter. 

Theroux said the question 
was not in “proper sequence”, 
to which Barnes replied, 
“You’replaying games with the 
councilor and you damned well 
better not play them with me.” 
Barnes remarks drew applause 
from the audience, as did his 
request for . guidance on the 
remonstrance question. 


Theroux again did not define 
a procedure. 

Moreno’s second motion, “I 
wish to discuss the police 
department, the manager, and 
anything related thereto and 
other officer,” was ruled out of 
order by Theroux as “too 
vague, serious conflicts with the 
charter . . . the powers of the 
manager.” 


Moreno asked Theroux how 
he knew it would be in conflict, 
and again, Theroux refused to 
answer Moreno. 

Theroux also denied Moreno 
the right of a recess to talk with 
Posnik on what a remonstrance 
is. Moreno challenged 
Theroux’s decision ruling the 
agenda item out of order, and 
Theroux’s decision was upheld 
on a 14 toO vote. Theroux denied 
Moreno the right to bring the 
matter up at the end of the 
agenda. 

Moreno’s third agenda item, 
concerning former police 
department clerk Madeline 
Harper, was ruled out of order 
as an infringement on West- 
man’s power to hire and fire 
. town employees. 

Moreno again asked for a 
definition of remonstrance. 
Theroux refused, and Moreno 
replied, “I suggest you tell me 
how to place a remonstrance, if 
you can’t do it, then leave, if you 
can, then do, if not, then allow 
me the services of a 
parliamentarian. ’ ’ 

Councilor Arthur Kerr in¬ 
terjected, “I suggest the man at 
this table and the man up there 
(Moreno and Theroux) get on 
the ball.” 

Moreno challenged Theroux’s 
decision, and it was upheld on 
an .11 to 3 vote. Councilors 
Moreno, Rheault, and Davilli 
voted against the ruling. 
Councilors Nardi, Landers, 
Kerr, Coffey, Theroux, Herd, 
DeForge, Trehey, Rossi, Della- 
Giustina, and Barnes voted with 
Theroux’s decision. Councilor 
Paul Fieldstad was absent. 


Barnes later explained to the 
Citizen he voted with Theroux 
on Item 2 because “there are 
other ways to bring the subject 
up,” and with Theroux on Item 
3 because “an individual em¬ 
ployee was named in the 
motion.” 

Early in the discussion, 
however. Moreno sternly 
warned Theroux, “Your actions 
are dilatory . . . this will be on 
each agenda until I have my 
right to air a gripe on this.”

Town Council Tables Licenses, 

A © , past few months, for quite spirit in the community to hide by not te 
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Town Council has tabled until 
February 9 three Class II (used 
vehicle) dealership licenses and 
two of Town Manager James 
Westman’s appointments. 

Licenses requested by Daniel 
Tebaldi, for 1676 Main Street, 
Sherman Danio and John 
McRobbie, for 787 Silver Street; 
and Edw'ard, John, and Mitchell 
Zielinski, for 218 Shoemaker 
Lane, w'ere tabled due to the 
absence of Councilor Paul 
Fieldstad, whose precinct (6) is 
the site for all three. 

Councilor Edmund Coffey 
moved the tabling of the first 
two licenses, while Councilor 
Kenneth Barnes moved the 
third tabling. 

Coffey’s actions were ad¬ 
monished by Barnes and 
Councilor Valentine Moreno. 

On the Tebaldi request, 
Moreno noted there were “14 
other councilors here, quite 
capable of deciding this issue.” 
Barnes noted that, “We tabled 
due to Councilor Fielstad’s 
absence, we should extend the 
same courtesy to all. . . when 
you table for one, you should 
table for all.” 

The votes on the tabling 
motions varied. 


On Tebaldi’s, Coffey, 
DeForge, Della-Giustina, Kerr, 
Landers, Nardi, Theroux, and 
Trehey favored, while Barnes, 
Davilli, Herd, Moreno, Rheault, 
and Rossi were in dissent. 

On Danio’s and McRobbies, 
Barnes, Coffey, Davilli, 
DeForge, Herd, Kerr, Landers, 
Theroux, and Trehey favored, 
while Della-Giustina, Moreno, 
Nardi, Rheault and Rossi 
disagreed. On the Zielinski 
request, Barnes, Coffey, 
Davilli, DeForge, Kerr, 
Moreno, Rheault and Trehey 
voted for tabling, while Della- 
Giustina, Herd, Landers, Nardi, 
Rossi, and Theroux were 
against. 

Tebaldi requested a permit, 
doing business as Agawam Auto 
Sales, in order to return to the 
car business he left a few years 
ago. 

The Danio and McRobbie 
License, doing business as Jack 
and Bud’s Auto Sales, was for a 
used car business. 

The Zielinski brothers, whose 
main line has been con¬ 
struction, sought a license in 
order to legally sell some of 
their equipment. Mitchell 
Zielinski explained, “For the 


past few months, for quite 
longer, the construction 
business has slowed down, and 
we’re rearranging.” 

He added, in response to 
Nardi and Landers, that only 
their equipment would be sold 
under the license, and that it 
would be kept behind a shrub 
barrier 300 feet from 
Shoemaker Lane. The 
Zielinski brothers have been 
commended by the 

Beautification Committee for 
their business’ appearance. 

The Council also tabled the 
appointment of Sylvia Deliso to 
the Housing Authority and a 
charter objection from Rheault 
tabled the appointment of John 
Bartnik to the Liquor License 
Commission. 

Barnes raised a series of 
questions about the Deliso 
appointment, noting she would 
replace Raymond Charest, a 
long-time public servant. 

Barnes said Charest, based 
on a recent conversation, 
“would be happy to indicate 
that he has every desire to 
serve.” Westman said he had 
not contacted Charest on 
reappointment and had not 
heard any “indication he wants 
to be reappointed.” 

Barnes replied, “If this is the 
way we treat people we don’t 
agree with, then we’ll find little 


spirit in the community to 
serve.” 

He noted Charest was a 
former planning board, school 
committee, and board of 
selectmen member. 

Westman said he felt Mrs. 
Deliso was “the most qualified, 
the one with the most time and 
desire to serve,” on his list of 
potential appointees. Mrs. 
Deliso currently serves as 
Library Trustee Chairman, a 
position Westman appointed 
her to. • 

Theroux and Kerr were the 
lone votes against tabling the 
appointment. 

Rheault raised a charter 
objection to Bartnik’s ap¬ 
pointment, and later requested 
a list of candidates Westman 
had in mind for appointment to 
the Liquor License Com¬ 
mission. 

Theroux gavelled Rheault out 
of order when Rheault asked if 
the name Alvigini rings a bell” 
after Westman declined to 
name who was considered for 
the post. 

Theroux said that the ap¬ 
pointment vote “is not the 
proper forum to spew out 
names” and that “the manager 
has the sole appointing 
authority, either we accept or 
reject.” Rheault asked 
Theroux, “What’s the big 
secret, have you something to 


hide by not telling us the 
names.” 

Bartnik was an unsuccessful 
council candidate from 
Precinct 3 in November, and 
advertised himself as a 
Westman supporter. 

Amidst the tablings, the 
Council did approve a Class II 
permit for Richard Taylor, 
doing business as Taylor Motor 
Sales, 195 South Westfield 
Street. 

The permit was good for 18 
cars, and subject to surrender 
of the current license held on 
the site by Barry Randall, East 
Longmeadow. 

The vote was unanimously in 
favor of the license. 

No speaker appeared in 
opposition, and no one but the 
sponsor spoke in favor of the 
license, which also happened in 
the three tabled license 
hearings. 

The Council also okayed the 
three year reappointment of 
Jane Nunn to the Board of 
Health. 

Chosen for jury duty were 
Thomas Tourville, Angela 
Bachtelder, Susan Seymour, 
Pasquale Rondonelli, Herbert 
Carpenter, Michael Gentile, 
and Florence Solitario.

Applications are now 
available at the Parks and 
Recreation Office for 34 various 
summer positions between the 
hours of 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. daily. 

The 34 positions to be filled 
include 20 persons for 
playground leaders, six in¬ 
structors for Arts and Crafts 
and three instructors for tennis. 
Three supervisors are needed, 
one for the position of 
Playground Director, one for 
Arts and Crafts Director, and a 
person to direct the Pre-school 
Playground Program. These 
three positions must have a 
degree in youth services or a 
related field. 

Two people will also be hired 
for the maintenance division 
which is a 40-hour per week job 
and will run for 12 weeks 
beginning June 1. These hours 
will be flexible. 

Those persons who have been 
employed previously in the 
summer program will have a 
preference but must file an 
application to be considered 
again this summer. 

Minimum age for applicants 
is 18 years, or completion of 
high school in June. Applicants 
must be continuing their 
education in Community 
Recreation or a related field. A 
life saving certificate is an 
advantage, but not necessary. 

Playgrounds will open 


beginning June 28 for 8 weeks 
and close August 20. Ten 
playgrounds will be open 
Monday through Friday, 6 
hours per day, 9 a.m. to 12 and 1 
p.m. to 4 p.m. The ten areas will 
close for an hour each day from 
12-1 p.m. and the children are 
expected to leave the area. The 
playground will also be closed 
when field trips are scheduled 
as all leaders will be expected 
to supervise on these trips. 

Playgrounds will be opened at 
the following locations; Shea’s 
Park, Danahy School, Middle 
School, Phelps School, 
Meadowbrook Park, Borgatti 
Park, Clark School. Granger 
School and High School. The 
playground that was located at 
Pierce School will be tran¬ 
sferred to Wade Park which is 
located behind Brady Village. 
Tennis Instruction will be held 
daily at the Phelps Courts, High 
School Courts, and the Shea’s 
Park Courts. 

Completed applications must 
be submitted to the Parks and 
Recreation Office in person by 
April 30.

Bondi’s Island 


To Dump Or Not To Dump ...

The City of Springfield’s 
dumping of 7500 pounds of 
garbage each week at the 
Bondi’s Island landfill 
should not affect the 
residents of Agawam, ac¬ 
cording to health and 
sanitation officials in both 
communities. 

Springfield was granted 
the right to combine garbage 
with refuse in early 1973 by 
the Board of Appeals, and 
recently exercised the option 
in order to save “into tens of 
thousands of dollars, at 
least,” according to Deputy 
Superintendent Joseph 
Superneau of Springfield’s 
Streets and Engineering 
Department, Waste Disposal 


February 9.1973 Board of 
Appeals decision allowing 
garbage disposal at Bondi’s 
Island. Some of those con¬ 
ditions are; all garbage to be 
contained in plastic bags, 
adequate daily cover to meet 
Public Health, Water 
Pollution, and Flood Control, 
and adequate control of 
rodents. 

Agawam Health Agent 
Dale Karnes told the Citizen 
that Springfield, for now, is 
“doing a fairly good job,” in 
the garbage experiment and 
that there was “no ap¬ 
preciable difference bet¬ 
ween the operations” based 
on inspections made before 
and after garbage started 
crossing the Memorial 
Bridge. _ _ 


the garbage will also aid in 
the rotting of trash. 

Thomas Russo, 655 Cooper 
Street, told the Appeals 
Board that as long as gar¬ 
bage was properly covered, 
it would cause no problems, 
and that “fermintation” 
would take place in a week. 

Samuel Iantosca, a 
registered sanitary engineer 
with the state Department of 
Public Health, told an 
executive session of the 
Appeals Board on January 
30, 1973, that the dumping of 
garbage with trash would be 
recommended statewide. 

Hubbard chipped in a 
veiled threat at the

“As long as they abide by 
state health and dump 
regulations, there should be 
no problems,” Karnes ad- 
ded. 

“There’s no distinction 
between the amount of cover 
needed for just trash (six 
inches, daily) and trash with 
garbage,” he continued. 

“We were concerned with 
vector control - insecticides 
and rodenticides, but I un¬ 
derstand Springfield is in the 
process of contracting for 
rat control, from my talks 
with Mr. Supreneau and Mr. 
(Wylie) Hubbard 
(Superintendent of Streets 
and Engineering),” Karnes 
added. 

One snag in the process, 
however, has been the 
provision that garbage 
should be in plastic bags.' 

Planning Board Chair¬ 
person Natalie George said 
the board “is still concerned 
about this point,” adding 
that the addition of plastic 
bags could retard the 
rotting of the garbage, 
adding to the fill problem. 

A Planning Board lawsuit 
against the Board of Appeals 
over the 1973 decision was 
withdrawn, providing that 
Springfield file for a 
modification of the permit, 
asking that no plastic bagsbe 
needed for garbage, a fur¬ 
ther definition of 
“demolition material,” and 
construction of dikes ac¬ 
cording to the original plan 
for the dump. 

“Mr. Hubbard was sitting 
in on all our talks with Ap¬ 
peals,” Mrs. George said, 
“and to date, he still hasn’t 
filed for a permit change.”

December 27, 1972 meeting, 
by noting that Springfield's 
hardship in the dumping of 
garbage (hardship being a 
precondition for a Board of 
Appeals permit) would be 
having to resort to dumping 
garbage at Bowles Airport 
on Silver Street, per the 
recommendation in the 
highly-controversial 
Maguire Report in 1972 
concerning regional disposal 
methods. 

Hubbard claimed that 
grain would soon replace 
cooked garbage as pig feed. 

The Appeals Board voted 
unanimously on February 9, 
1973, to permit garbage 
disposal at Bondi’s Island, 
according to certain 
provisions. Previously, the 
Appeals Board had granted 
a permit for refuse only 
(August 19, 1968) and denied 
a request to dump garbage 
(March 30, 1970). 

After the favorable 1973 
decision, Appeals Board 
Chairman Theodore 
Porgulske noted in a letter to 
Westman that a refuse 
shredder system also should 
be installed on Bondi’s 
Island, per a request from 
Hubbard (February 20, 
1973). 

The 1968 and 1973 decision 
also recognized Bondi’s 
Island as the potential site 
for a regional dump. 

That recognition, plus the 
subsequent operation of the 
dump, has raised the con¬ 
cern of the Conservation 
Commission. 

The Commission, after 
months of fruitless requests, 
finally got Hubbard to 
request a wetlands 
protection hearing in 1974, 
and on December 4,1974, the 
Commission issued a three- 
page permit for the dump 
operation. 

Expansion of the dump 
was only allowed for an 
additional five acres (the full 
size of the area is 50 acres) 
and the permit required 
some alternative plans be 
formulated for landfill, as 
well as plans for recycling 
and detailed reports on the 
effect of the dump on the 
wetlands and rivers before 
any additional dump space 
be granted. 

Commission Chairperson 
Dorothy Nelsen said that one 
year after the permit was 
granted, the provisions still 
have not been met. 


Superintendent Joseph 
Superneau of Springfield’s 
Streets and Engineering 
Department, W’aste Disposal 
Division. Springfield, on a 
trial basis, is collecting 
garbage from seven 
districts, roughly one-half 
the city by volume. 

Spureneau added that the 
effect of the 7500 pounds of 
garbage would be 
negligible.” 

“We’ve got 20 trucks 
bringing one and one-half to 
two truckloads a week of 
refuse to Bondi’s Island,” he 
explained, “and at an 
average load of 17,000 
pounds of compacted trash, 
you can see it (The dumping 
of garbage) means a 
negilgible, almost in¬ 
calculable effect on the 
lifespan of the dump.” 

That works out to 
somewhere between 
2,550,000 and 3,400,000 
pounds of refuse dumped by 
Springfield alone each week 
at Bondi’s Island, so the 
additional garbage means a 
two-tenths to three-tenths of 
a percent increase in 
Springfield’s weekly gift to 
Agawam. 

Whatever savings the city 
realizes are still being 
computed, according to 
Supreneau. According to 
sources in the City Auditor’s 
Department, the city spent 
$1,363,367 in 1975 for ash and 
rubbish disposal, however, 
the sources said it would be 
“impossible, at the 
moment” to determine how 
much is for garbage 
disposal. 

Before the Bondi’s Island 
experiment, Springfield was 
sending all 15,000 pounds of 
its garbage each week to a 
pig farm in Worcester. Now, 
7500 pounds will go to the 
farm, while 7500 goes to 
Agawam. 

While the garbage ap¬ 
parently means little to the 
lifespan of the dump, its 
impact on public health has 
become a major concern 
with Agawam officials. 

Town Manager James 
Westman informed the Town 
Council on December 8 that 
he was still looking into the 
conditions set forth in the

Westman was highly 
critical of state cooperation 
with localities in creating 
governing bodies and 
programs for problems of 
regional importance. 

Dialogue more directly 
involved with recycling itself 
occured between Paul 
Klisiewicz of Northeast 
Utilities and Joseph Gur- 
vitch of the Springfield 
Recycling Committee. 

With current disposal 
costs running $6 per ton, and 
projected recycling costs at 
$30 per ton, Klisiewicz 
questioned who would pick 
up the difference. 

“The private sector can’t 
make a committment to 
absorb the difference, so a 
tipping fee will be needed 
from the cities and towns,” 
Klisiewica added. That 
“tipping fee” he mentioned 
is a subsidy from city and 
tow-n goverments — the 
taxpayers’ money through 
local taxes. 

“The technology is new 
and untested, what is 
recovered doesn’t offset the 
cost, so the real question is 
who will bite the bullet, what 
is your goal — I don’t have 
an answer, but I think the 


Karnes told the Citizen 
that the plastic bags should 
be no problem. 

“Their compactor at the 
dump breaks up the bags, 
anyway, and does a good job 
of it, so that garbage should 
decompose just as quickly,” 
he explained. 

“Without the bags, there
